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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 67, 69, 71, 73, 75, 77, 80, 82, 84, 86, 88, 90, 93, 95, 97, 99, 101, 103, 105, 
107, 110, 112, 114, 116, 118, 120, 122, 124, 126, 128, drawn to a method of 
nucleic acid extraction comprising contacting a blood sample with a composition 
comprising aurintricarboxylic acid, a DNase and an enzyme that will break down 
nuclear membrane, this also comprising the addition of streptokinase and 
plasminogen and specific time limitations, classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 68, 72, 76, 81,87,91,94,98, 102, 106, 111, 115, 121, 125, 129, drawn to 
a method of nucleic acid extraction comprising contacting a blood sample with a 
composition comprising aurintricarboxylic acid, a DNase and an enzyme that will 
break down nuclear membrane, this also comprising limitations on the methods of 
addition for some enzymes and adding an activity limitation, classified in class 
435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as a method that could be performed as 
part of a kit, in that a requirement for the enzymes of interest to be added exogenously means 
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that the original experimental sample buffer does not comprise the enzymes and thus this 
combination could be stored and the enzymes mixed as needed, while the enzyme mixture of 
Group I comprises enzymes that may be present in the experimental sample buffer and not added 
exogenously. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. Where 
applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found allowable, any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP 
§ 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Claims 66, 70, 74, 78, 79, 83, 85, 89, 92, 96, 100, 104, 108, 109, 113, 117, 119, 123, 127, 
130, 131, and 132, are generic linking claims which recite the generic combination from which 
each of the groups forms a subcombination, each with its own limitations, and will be examined 
with whichever group is chosen. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 
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(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include
